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1945 — A GLANCE  AT  THE  YEAR  JUST  PASSED 


Bare  statistics  merely  serve  to  outline  the  scope  of  the  great  work  of  The 
Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida  during  the  past  year,  but,  if  it  is  remem- 
bered that  each  one  of  the  1485  “cases”  given  careful  study  and  care  repre- 
sent a fine  Florida  boy,  or  a lovely  Florida  girl  in  the  making,  or  a wee  unwant- 
ed helpless  baby,  then  these  figures  “1485”  are  really  brought  to  life. 

Among  these  1485  children  were  children  miserably  clad,  under-nourished, 
neglected,  even  kicked  and  beaten,  children  from  broken  homes  on  which  the 
blight  of  poverty  has  left  its  evil  mark,  children  of  drunken,  immoral,  vicious 
parents.  1485  little  children,  deserted,  homeless,  sick,  crippled,  afflicted, 
hungry,  youngsters  from  homes  broken  by  death,  separation,  desertion,  little 
folk  who  were  victims  of  degrading  surroundings  and  vicious  companionship, 
children  living  in  constant  fear  and  bewildered  misery. 

Imagine  little  helpless  human  beings,  with  every  right  under  heaven  to 
happy,  cheerful  homes  and  the  tender  love  of  understanding  parents.  Then 
consider  the  hundreds  of  Florida  children  who  are  denied  these  God-given 
rights.  It  really  is  downright  criminal  that  little  defenseless  children  should  be 
forced  to  feel  subdued,  broken,  crushed,  almost  from  the  day  they  are  born. 
It’s  not  a child’s  nature  to  be  meek,  forlorn,  cowed,  submissiive.  Young  lives 
should  overflow  with  the  happiness  that  is  childhood’s  rightful  heritage. 

Well,  what  did  our  Society  do  for  these  hundreds  of  warped  and  twisted 
young  lives? 

We  studied  very  carefully  in  our  five  Receiving  Homes,  in  our  foster  care 
boarding  homes,  the  needs  of  each  and  every  child,  and  then  endeavored, 
(and  pretty  successfully,  we  believe)  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  each  child, 
as  far  as  our  staff,  our  funds  and  our  facilities  would  permit. 

For  many,  we  needed  to  provide  long  periods  of  special  nourishment, 
medical,  dental  and  hospital  care.  Others  needed  long  periods  of  special 
training,  patient  kindly  discipline  and  understanding  guidance.  Others  were 
best  cared  for  in  foster  family  boarding  homes,  special  institutions,  vocational 

training  schools all  were  given  kindly,  loving  care  and  affection,  with  the 

result  that  scores  of  these  apparently  hopeless  as  well  as  helpless  children 
were  placed  in  the  choicest  adoptive  family  homes  in  all  parts  of  Florida, 
where  they  will  be  permanently  loved,  cared  for,  given  every  educational 
advantage,  and  a real  chance  to  become  normal,  happy,  healthy,  worthwhile 
citizens  of  the  future. 

Many  of  these  starving,  pitiful  boys  and  girls,  warped  and  twisted  mentally  and  physically, 
have  been  gently  and  carefully  re-shaped  and  straightened.  Many  will  unquestionably  grow  into 
splendid  men  and  women. 

Have  we  spent  your  money  well?  Were  these  vital  efforts  worthwhile?  We  who  have  seen 
the  unquestioned  results  know  there  is  only  one  answer  to  these  questions.  But  we  need  your 
confirmation  of  an  opinion,  your  assurance  that  these  tremendously  important  services  must 
continue. 

You  know,  as  do  we,  that  we  have  been  able  to  help  only  a few  of  the  many  little  ones  in 
desperate  need  and  distress  in  Florida,  who  beg  for  a new  and  better  life.  Shall  we  ignore  these 
little  ones,  or  shall  we  all  determine  together  that  we  shall  not  cease  our  absolutely  necessary 
efforts,  until  every  child  in  need  in  Florida  will  have  his  or  her  needs  comnletely  met?  We  are 
sure  that  our  thousands  of  fine  and  generous  friends  all  over  the  state  will  continue  their  aid 
and  interest  in  an  even  larger  way  during  the  year  and  years  ahead.

Your  Superintendent 
completes  thirty-five 
years  of  Service 


On  September  fifteenth,  1910,  Marcus  C.  “Daddy”  Fagg  came  to  Florida 
from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  to  assume  his  duties  as  State  Superintendent  of  The 
Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida. 

On  September  fifteenth,  1945,  the  Rotary  Club  of  Jacksonville  (of  which 
“Daddy”  Fagg  is  a long  time  member  and  past  president)  put  on  a special  pro- 
gram at  its  regular  luncheon  meeting  honoring  “Daddy”  Fagg. 

Fred  M.  Bultman,  District  Governor  of  International  Rotary  in  Florida 
(and  a member  of  the  State  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  Society)  and 
Henry  W.  Dew,  Rotarian,  (also  a member  of  the  State  Board)  made  brief 
statements  concerning  the  accomplishments  of  the  Society,  and  also  made 
mention  of  the  important  part  that  Rotary  in  Florida  had  played  in  the  work 
of  the  Society. 

Federal,  state,  county  and  city  officials,  wives  of  Rotarians,  executives  of 
welfare  agencies,  newspaper  editors,  Woman’s  Board  members,  members  of  the 
Society’s  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Dentists  and  staff  of  workers  and  distin- 
guished guests,  filled  to  capacity  the  huge  dining  room  of  the  Hotel  May- 
flower, to  pay  kindly  tribute  to  the  efforts  of  your  executive  officer. 

Governor  Millard  F.  Caldwell,  former  Governor  Spessard  L.  Holland,  Su- 
preme Court  Justices,  United  States  Senators,  and  many  of  Florida’s  finest  citi- 
zens, sent  messages  of  congratulations  and  good  will.  It  really  was  a notable 
occasion. 

Rotary  Governor,  Fred  M.  Bultman,  said  in  part — 

“Thirty-five  years  ago  today,  in  this  now  wonderful  city  of  ours  at  2029  Main  Street  there 
stood  a little  cottage.  The  rent  was  free  for  two  years  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cary  A.  Elwes. 
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This  little  cottage  would  accommodate  about  fifteen  comfortably  but  within  its  walls  were 
38  children,  some  sleeping  four  or  five  in  a bed  at  a time  when  five  of  the  babies  were 
critically  ill. 

No  property  was  owned  by  the  Society,  which  carried  on  its  work  in  this  simple  and  in- 
adequate accommodation,  not  even  the  typewriter  that  was  used,  and  besides  it  was  in  debt 
to  the  amount  of  approximately  $2,000.00.  Its  staff  consisted  of  one  worker  in  addition 
to  an  elderly  matron  and  a colored  cook. 

There,  my  good  friends,  you  have  a picture  of  your  Florida  Children’s  Home  Society  in 
the  year  1910 — 35  years  ago. 

In  the  year  1905  Almighty  God  inspired  a young  man  in  the  city  of  Chicago  with  a desire 
to  better  the  fellowship  and  understanding  of  man,  and  that  man,  Paul  Harris,  being  worthy 
of  and  faithful  to  the  trust,  gave  much  of  himself,  spiritually  and  materially  in  the  ideals  of 
— service  above  self- — and  today  we  have  that  great  organization — ROTARY — which  has  ex- 
panded and  which  today  exists  in  every  part  of  the  world  where  men  of  liberty  and  justice 
live  and  breathe,  and  its  club  here  in  Jacksonville  assembles  today  to  pay  homage  to  the 
men  and  women  of  this  city  and  state  whose  great  generosity  of  self,  both  spiritual  and  ma- 
terial, has  built  up  and  has  in  operation  another  great  humanitarian  organization  which  has  in 
the  past  and  will  in  the  future  mean  so  much  to  so  many. 

On  September  15,  1910,  the  Good  Father  sent  into  our  midst  another  man,  whom  he  had 
inspired  with  a desire  to  be  of  help  to  unfortunate  humanity,  and  this  community  and  State 
were  blessed,  for  on  that  day,  Marcus  Fagg  arrived  in  Jacksonville  to  become  State  Superin- 
tendent of  The  Children’s  Home  Society,  and  I would  like  to  briefly  sketch  for  you  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  last  35  years,  not  by  Marcus  alone,  and  he  would  have  me  say  it 
just  that  way,  but  by  him  and  those  who  have  so  gloriously  and  faithfully  served  with  him. 

Up  to  1910  the  largest  number  of  children  cared  for  in  one  year  by  The  Children’s  Home 
Society  was  95.  The  largest  amount  of  money  raised  was  $3,600.00  and  there  were  only  155 
contributors  for  the  entire  state. 

Today  1500  to  1800  homeless  children  are  cared  for  annually  by  this  Society  and  they 
are  of  every  creed  and  belief  and  from  every  county  in  the  state. 

From  an  humble  but  faithful  three  in  1910  the  staff  consists  today  of  45  experienced 
workers. 

From  a little  cottage  in  1910,  today  it  occupies  a six-room  office  in  Jacksonville  and  three 
additional  offices  in  Miami;  and  in  addition  to  that  a fine  receiving  home  in  Jacksonville  and 
South  Jacksonville;  also  in  Miami,  Pensacola  and  Lakeland,  ail  of  which  are  now  debt  free. 

From  a debt  of  $2,000.00  in  1910  to  an  annual  budget  of  $150,000.00.  And  last  year  over 
300,000  men,  women  and  children  contributed  to  the  upkeep  of  this  merciful  work,  throug 
many  sources. 

The  work  of  this  great  Society  is  supported  entirely  through  voluntary  gifts  of  money, 
food  and  wearables,  and  no  support  whatsoever  comes  from  the  state  or  federal  government. 

The  Society  has  received  over  $700,000.00  in  bequests  through  the  years,  the  givers  all 
receiving  the  blessings  of  the  Son  of  God.  Their  generosity  is  proof  of  their  belief  in  his  words 
when  he  said — “What  you  do  unto  the  least  of  one  of  mine,  you  do  unto  me.” 

The  work  of  this  Society  is  state-wide,  under  the  general  direction  of  the  State  Board 
of  Directors,  composed  of  100  of  Florida’s  most  outstanding  citizens  and  as  Rotary  encourages 
its  members  to  spend  their  time  and  effort  in  fields  of  this  merciful  endeavor  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  find  among  the  members  of  the  board  a representative  number  of  Rotarians. 

The  branches  in  Miami,  Lakeland  and  Pensacola  have  their  own  Board  of  Directors,  who 
operate  under  the  policies  of  the  State  Board. 

Twenty-three  hundred  of  Florida’s  fine  citizens  serve  on  sponsoring  committees  which 
are  organized  in  every  county  in  the  state. 

Out  of  51,000  children  from  babies  up  to  the  age  of  16  years  which  have  been  referred  to 
the  Society  for  aid,  only  53  have  died,  while  in  its  care.  The  normal  death  rate  in  Florida,  I 
understpnd,  is  between  50  and  60  per  thousand  annually.  By  this  ratio  the  mortality  would 
have  been  for  our  Society  2,500  instead  of  53. 

This  remarkable  mortality  record  must  be  credited  to  the  devotion  and  skill  of  the  fine 
staff  of  physicians  and  dentists  who  have  served  the  Society  and  its  children  in  Jacksonville, 
Miami,  Pensacola  and  Lakeland.  Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  hospital  staffs  and  nurses 
in  these  same  cities,  and  especially  to  the  Society’s  own  fine  workers  and  nurses  in  the  receiv- 
ing homes. 

The  press  of  the  state  has  been  most  generous  in  their  aid  to  The  Florida  Children’s  Home 
Society  through  its  papers  and  their  contribution  during  these  35  years  is  deeply  appreciated 
and  has  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  wonderful  growth  and  continuation  of  this 
splendid  organization.”

Mr.  Henry  Dew,  Rotarian,  then  reported  briefly  as  to  what  Rotary  Clubs 
in  Florida  have  done  for  The  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida,  as  follows: 


“It  is  quite  natural  that  work  of  the  type  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  should 
appeal  to  Rotarians.  This  work  is  thrice  blessed,  for  it  not  only  blesses  those  that 
give  and  those  that  take,  but  particularly  is  it  a blessing  for  the  things  given  and  taken 
— the  children.  Therefore,  an  organization  which  has  as  its  motto — “Service  Above 
Self” — would  naturally  gravitate  towards  this  appealing,  very  worthwhile  work,  that 
pays  such  large  human  dividends. 

Before  I speak  of  what  Rotary  has  done  I want  to  say  that  some  of  the  finest 
contributions  to  The  Children’s  Home  Society,  consisting  of  generous  services  of  all 
.kinds,  have  been  made  by  others  than  Rotarians.  That  is,  they  are  not  members  of  any 
Rotary  Club  although  I think  we  might  claim  them  as  good  Rotarians  at  heart.  I need 
only  to  mention  our  exceptionally  fine  president,  Francis  M.  Holt,  who  we  are  glad  to 
see  is  willing  to  follow  the  Roosevelt  precedent  of  indefinitely  succeeding  himself  in 
office.  I could  mention  a large  part  of  the  Board  of  Directors  who  are  now  so  active 
in  this  work,  and  I do  want  to  mention  the  100  and  more  capable  women  who  serve  on 
the  Women’s  Advisory  Boards  throughout  the  state  to  whom  is  due  a large  part  of 
the  credit  for  the  splendid  success  of  the  Society. 

Many  Rotary  Clubs  actively  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Society  and  help  keep  up 
interest — among  which  are  the  following: 

WEST  PALM  BEACH  Club  for  many  years  has  put  on  an  annual  auction  just 
before  Christmas,  which  nets  from  $300  to  $700.  This  money  is  sent  in  to  be  used  for 
toys,  games  and  goodies  for  the  homeless  youngsters. 

FORT  MYERS  puts  on  a similar  auction,  which  brings  in  around  $175;  and  in  ad- 
dition, with  aid  of  the  Boy  Scouts,  makes  a drive  for  children’s  clothes  and  food  stuffs 
which  is  a great  help. 

The  ORLANDO  group  raises  about  $150.00  annually  to  provide  Christmas  cheer  for 
the  Society’s  children;  and  also  puts  on  a special  program  honoring  Marcus  Fagg  the 
second  Wednesday  in  every  February. 

The  TALLAHASSEE  Club  has  an  annual  soup  luncheon;  the  hotel  serving  the 
soup  free  and  the  price  of  the  meal  being  donated  to  the  Society.  This  fund  ranges 
from  $175  to  $350. 

The  OCALA  Rotary  Club  makes  an  annual  cash  donation  of  $50. 

The  PENSACOLA  Club  gives  a big  Christmas  party  each  year  for  the  Society’s 
home  there. 

In  addition  to  these  annual  affairs  put  on  by  the  Rotary  Clubs,  cash  contributions 
were  received  last  year  from  the  following  clubs:  BELLE  GLADE,  CLEARWATER, 
COCOA,  CRESCENT  CITY,  DAYTONA  BEAH,  DELAND,  EUSTIS,  FERNANDINA, 
GREEN  COVE  SPRINGS,  PALATKA,  PERRY,  ST.  AUGUSTINE,  SARASOTA, 
SANFORD,  VERO  BEACH  and  TITUSVILLE. 

Now  as  to  the  Jacksonville  Club — yes — we  bring  Christmas  toys  each  year;  and 
have  at  least  one  Children’s  Home  Society  program  by  way  of  honoring  Marcus  and 
keeping  up  interest  in  this  Society. 

If  we  go  back  to  1918  when  the  Society  really  needed  help,  and  a home  of  its  own, 
the  then  president  of  the  Jacksonville  Rotary  Club,  George  W.  Hardee,  now  deceased, 
headed  a drive  to  raise  $25,000  to  purchase  the  present  receiving  home  and  adminis- 
tration building,  at  2560  Riverside  Avenue.  Practically  every  member  of  the  Rotary 
Club  participated  in  the  campaign  which  was  a splendid  success,  raising  $33,000.  This 
was  sufficient  to  purchase  the  home  and  all  equipment,  and  is  probably  the  largest 
project  that  has  been  put  on  by  any  Rotary  Club  in  Florida.  Later  Francis  P. 
Conroy,  Vice-President  of  the  Jacksonville  Club,  passed  on,  and  left  $1,000  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  additional  equipment  for  the  Receiving  Home. 

Some  years  later,  about  1930  or  ’31,  when  Frances  Mason  was  our  Rotary  Presi- 
dent, this  club  donated  $600  to  help  the  Society  in  some  of  its  important  work. 

For  many  years  the  Jacksonville  Club  provided  shoes  for  the  children  of  the 
Society  at  Christmas  time. 
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Among  the  Rotarians  of  the  Jax  Club  who  are  now  officers  or  directors,  or  both, 
of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  are,  first,  Uncle  Bob  Covington,  who  has  been  Treas- 
urer of  the  Society  for  over  forty  years,  and  I expect  that  next  to  Daddy  Fagg  has 
rendered  greater  service  to  the  Society  than  any  other  individual.  Others  are —

so  you  can  see  the  Jax  Club  has  been  playing  its  part. 

Now  on  the  other  side  of  the  fence — Literally  scores  of  fine  Rotarians  have  bene- 
fited through  the  Society  by  taking  as  well  as  giving.  That  is,  by  legally  adopting 
children  from  the  Society.  The  outstanding  case  I know  of  being  an  Orlando  Rotarian 
who  last  year  took  five  fine,  little  homeless  wards  from  the  Society  for  adoption;  and 
later,  after  having  waited  years  for  a child  of  their  own,  this  fine  Rotarian  and  his 
wife  were  blessed  last  month  with  a child  of  their  very  own.  This  sort  of  bears  out 
the  rule — “To  Him  That  Hath,  Shall  be  Given.” 

This  interest  of  Rotarians  and  so  many  others;  and  this  tremendous  growth  and 
development  of  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Home  Society  and  legislation  affecting 
it,  as  portrayed  by  Fred  Bultman,  didn’t  just  happen.  It  required  lots  of  planning, 
lots  of  hard  capable  work,  and  lots  of  leadership.  It  required  a' square  peg  of  proper 
dimension  to  exactly  fit  a square  hole,  and  I take  off  my  hat  to  Marcus  Fagg  for  his 
accomplishments  during  these  thirty-five  years — for  without  his  personality  and  di- 
plomacy, such  success  could  not  have  been  possible. 

His  position  could  not  have  been  handled  by  just  anyone,  for  it  was  absolutely 
necessary  that  he  impress  all  manner  of  people,  not  only  the  contributors,  sponsors, 
and  workers — but  also  the  receivers  and  givers  of  children,  with  the  utmost  faith  in 
his  Christian  character,  integrity,  sincerity  and  good  will.  He  has  succeeded  in  this  so 
well,  that  I believe  after  these  thirty-five  years  of  Daddy  Fagg’s  leadership,  the  entire 
organization  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  reflects  his  personality. 

It  was  said  of  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  the  great  English  architect,  that  he  needed  no 
epitaph  on  his  tombstone,  as  none  could  be  made  so  noble  a monument,  as  the  build- 
ings he  had  created.  In  a similar  vein,  we  might  say  Marcus  has  made  footprints  on 
the  sands  of  time,  foot  prints  that  will  grow  into  paths,  and  then  into  highways,  lead- 
ing to  a nobler  life  towards  a better  world  in  which  to  live.  The  living  products  of  his 
work  will  be  monument  enough. 

Now,  may  I say,  Marcus,  that  this  work  well  done  qualifies  you  as  a true  Rotarian; 
and  indicates  that  you  fully  appreciate  the  Rotary  proverb — “He  profits  most  who 
.serves  the  best.” 

Mr.  Dew  also  reports  on  legislation  in  which  The  Home 
Society  had  a prominent  part— 

Undoubtedly  the  most  important  and  far  reaching  service  rendered  by  The  Chil- 
dren’s Home  Society  of  Florida  is  the  legislation  relating  to  the  welfare  of  children, 
which  the  Society  has  drafted,  or  had  a definite  part  in  securing  the  passage  of  since 
1910. 

When  Superintendent  Fagg  came  to  Florida  in  1910,  Florida  had  no  Juvenile  Court 
law,  no  compulsory  education  law,  no  suitable  provision  for  delinquent  or  defective 
children,  no  provision  for  crippled  children,  no  examination  of  children’s  health — eyes, 
teeth,  tonsils,  etc. — no  Child  Labor  law,  and  wife  desertion  was  considered  as  a mere 
misdemeanor.  Florida  had  no  State  Welfare  Board. 

Florida  was  punishing  its  children  under  laws  which  related  to  adults,  the  last 
child  to  be  hung  in  the  U.  S.  A.  under  15  years  of  age  being  a 14-year-old  boy,  said 
to  have  been  hung  at  Deland,  Florida,  in  1909. 

The  only  law  granting  protection  to  children  from  abuse,  cruelty,  and  neglect  in 
1910,  was  a law  passed  many  years  previous  which  related  primarily  to  cruelty  to 
animals,  to  which  a paragraph  was  added  providing  some  small  penalty  for  the  abuse 
of  children. 

A boy  of  seven  years  was  sentenced  for  14  years  in  1910  on  a charge  of  “loitering” 
to  the  State  Reform  School  at  Marianna,  which  later  became  the  Florida  Industrial 
School  for  Boys. 
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A little  girl  of  8 years  was  sentenced  in  1910  to  the  State  Hospital  for  Insane 
Adults  because  she  was  “not  wanted,”  and  Florida  in  1910  had  no  separate  institution 
for  the  care  of  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  children. 

The  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida  sent  crippled  children  to  hospitals  in  other 
states  from  1910  to  1920  because  Florida  had  no  adequate  provision  for  the  care  of 
crippled  children. 

Many  children  died  from  tuberculosis  in  Florida,  until  recent  years,  because  Florida 
made  no  provision  for  their  care.  Delinquent  boys  and  girls  were  housed  in  the  same 
reform  school  at  Marianna  in  1910,  and  many  girls  sent  there  for  reformation  gave 
birth  to  children  born  out  of  wedlock  because  Florida  citizens  were  not  aware  of  the 
evil  conditions  there.  Sex  habits  among  these  boys  and  girls  were  common  and  vicious. 
These  boys  and  girls  were  kept  behind  a heavy  iron  gate  and  heavily  barred  windows, 
in  the  Juvenile  Penitentiary  at  Marianna  called  a Reform  School.  Hound  dogs  were 
sent  after  runaway  boys  and  girls  as  if  they  were  bad  and  dangerous  criminals.  These 
children  wore  shackles  on  their  legs,  as  they  were  “farmed  out”  by  the  state  to  farm- 
ers in  West  Florida  and  Alabama,  the  FUNDS  being  used  for  the  upkeep  of  institu- 
tions of  HIGHER  learning.  All  these  conditions  have  been  changed  and  very  greatly 
improved,  largely  because  of  the  efforts  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida 
from  1910  to  1945. 

The  Juvenile  Court  law  passed  in  1911,  which  changed  the  spirit  of  Justice  from 
“punishment”  to  helpfulness,  was  drafted  by  the  late  Judge  William  H.  Baker,  for 
many  years  President  of  the  CHS,  and  was  passed  by  the  legislature  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Senator  F.  M.  Hudson  (now  of  Miami)  and  Senator  Henry  S.  McKenzie  of  Palatka. 
The  passage  of  this  one  law  has  meant  more  to  the  childhood  of  Florida  than  any 
other  measure. 

The  Child  Labor  Law  was  drafted  by  The  Children’s  Home  Society  in  cooperation 
with  the  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  of  Florida,  and  Mrs.  Willis  M.  Ball,  Mrs.  Ruth 
Douglas,  and  others  in  Jacksonville.  The  law  to  create  separate  Industrial  Schools  for 
Delinquent  Boys  and  Girls  at  Marianna  was  drafted  by  Judge  William  H.  Baker, 
President  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society,  in  cooperation  with  the  Federation  of 
Women’s  Clubs  and  others. 

The  law  to  establish  The  Florida  Farm  Colony  for  Feebleminded  and  Epileptic 
Children  at  Gainesville,  was  drafted  by  workers  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  at 
the  specific  request  of  the  then  Governor  of  Florida,  Park  Trammel,  who  had  asked 
the  Home  Society  to  nominate  the  members  of  the  commission  to  make  the  study  of 
the  need  for  such  an  institution. 

The  law  to  establish  a crippled  children’s  commission  for  Florida  was  drafted  by 
the  American  Legion,  but  The  Children’s  Home  Society  had  a real  part  in  securing 
its  passage  by  the  legislature. 

The  Compulsory  Education  law  was  drafted  by  a worker  for  The  Children’s  Home 
Society,  who  almost  single-handed  secured  its  passage — Mrs.  Agnes  McKinna  Leonard, 
now  of  Orlando. 

Superintendent  Fagg  was  a charter  member  of  the  Florida  Tuberculosis  and  Health 
Association,  which  finally  secured  provision  for  the  establishment  of  The  State  Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium  at  Orlando. 

The  Wife  Desertion  bill,  making  desertion  a felony,  so  that  deserters  could  be 
brought  back  from  any  state  in  the  Union  and  made  to  support  their  families,  was 
drafted  by  Superintendent  Fagg  and  representatives  of  the  Federation  of  Women’s 
Clubs. 

Compulsory  examination  of  all  school  children  was  promoted  by  the  Home  Society 
and  other  welfare,  education,  and  health  agencies. 

The  legislation  creating  the  present  State  Welfare  Board,  was  promoted  by  the 
Home  Society,  the  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  and  other  welfare  groups. 

No  one  can  ever  measure  the  total  value  of  the  passage  of  all  these  and  other  im- 
portant Welfare  laws,  including  the  present  Adoption  Law,  which  was  drafted  by 
officers  of  the  Home  Society,  for  all  of  the  children,  and  all  of  the  citizens  of  Florida 
through  all  the  years  to  come  will  be  the  beneficiaries. 

The  organization  of  The  Florida  State  Conference  of  Social  Work  in  1911  can  not 
be  classed  as  legislation,  but  it  does  represent  the  organization  of  an  agency  that  has 
become  one  of  the  vital  social  forces  in  Florida.  This  conference  was  organized  by 
and  financed  by  The  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida  with  aid  from  the  Woman’s 
Club  of  Jacksonville,  during  its  infancy. 

It  is  only  fair  to  suggest  that  Superintendent  Fagg  had  an  active  part  in  securing 
the  drafting  and  passage  of  practically  all  child  welfare  legislation  in  Florida  since 
the  Session  of  the  1911  Legislature  up  to  now. 
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the  world  is  hardly  worth  rebuilding ,

Receiving  Homes  in  Jacksonville,  Lakeland  and  Miami  that  can  be  built.  The 
Pensacola  Home  is  fine  enough.  Surely  some  generous  friends  will  want  to 
help  erect  these  absolutely  necessary  buildings.  We  really  need  them  badly. 

Finally,  I desire  to  establish  a “Reserve  Fund,”  (notan  endowment  fund) 
to  hand  over  to  my  successor,  (when  that  time  comes)  to  enable  him  or  her, 
to  get  a good  start  without  having  to  worry  about  funds  right  away. 

YOU  can  help  tremendously.  I believe  you  will.

The  splendid  and  extensive  services  which  the  Children’s  Home  Society  has  rendered  to 
the  children  of  Florida  for  forty-four  years  inspires  planning  for  continuing  achievement. 

The  Children’s  Home  Society  is  unique  in  the  breadth  and  inclusiveness  of  its  services.  It 
does  not  limit  its  services  to  children  in  economic  need.  In  whatever  corner  of  the  State  of 
Florida  a distressed  mother  is  worried  about  her  children,  an  unmarried  mother  is  concerned 
for  the  future  of  her  unborn  child,  a father  needs  a home  for  his  motherless  children,  a neg- 
lected child  is  found,  and  in  countless  other  situations  in  which  the  life,  happiness  or  wel- 
fare of  a child  is  involved,  The  Children’s  Home  Society  gives  prompt  and  humane  services. 
Most  welfare  agencies,  public  and  private,  are  limited  in  function  to  a particular  type  of  serv- 
ice and  must  constantly  deny  needed  services  to  children  because  of  narrowly  determined 
function,  and  hampering  regulations. 

The  Children’s  Home  Society  extends  prompt  and  loving  service  to  any  and  every  child  in 
need.  In  the  six  months  of  my  work  with  the  Society  not  one  child  has  been  refused  help, 
not  one  mother  has  been  denied  material  or  consultative  service,  and  any  father  or  relative  of 
a child  who  has  sought  help  from  the  Society  has  had  the  resources  of  the  Society  placed  at  his 
disposal. 

Daddy  Fagg  has  the  vision  and  is  leading  The  Children’s  Home  Society  in  a program  of 
complete  service  to  the  needy  children  of  Florida. 

In  giving  this  complete  service  to  children  and  parents,  The  Children’s  Home  Society  is 
confronted  with  problems  of  child  guidance,  child  training,  nutrition,  health  care,  behavior 
problems,  parent-child  relationships,  parent  education,  institutional  planning,  home  manage- 
ment, education,  recreation,  social  counseling  of  adolescents,  vocational  guidance  and  vocation- 
al training  and  placement. 

Available  scientific  knowledge  in  these  fields  makes  it  possible  for  The  Children’s  Home 
Society  to  bring  to  every  child  it  serves  the  maximum  in  happiness,  achievement,  creative 
satisfactions,  personal  and  social  adjustment,  and  mental  and  physical  health. 

Looking  forward  to  continuation  and  enrichment  of  its  services  The  Children’s  Home  So- 
ciety has  inaugurated  a program  which  makes  full  use  of  important  knowledge  which  scien- 
tific research  has  proved  is  vital  to  children’s  happiness  and  best  development. 

Specialists  in  Child  Development  and  Parent-Child  Relationships,  in  Recreation  and 
Handicraft  Education,  and  in  Vocational  Guidance  are  being  added  to  the  staff  of  The 
Children’s  Home  Society  in  a gradual  plan  of  enrichment  of  its  services  to  children  and  par- 
ents. Boarding  home  mothers  and  adoptive  parents  will  have  the  benefit  of  advice  from  a 
specialist  in  problems  of  child  care.  The  wards  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society  will  be  helped 
to  choose  and  train  for  vocations,  and  they  will  participate  in  an  expanding  program  of  cre- 
ative activities  which  will  release  their  talents  and  promote  the  development  of  their  char- 
acter.

The  Essie  Memorial  Fund 

The  Essie  Memorial  Fund  was  voluntarily  established  many  years-ago  by  the  Florida  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  Union,  in  memory  of  a remarkable  little  crippled  girl,  for  whom  the  Endeavor- 
ers  of  Florida  had  rendered  a very  great  service,  but  who  unfortunately  passed  away,  just 
as  Essie  had  really  begun  to  live. 

Each  year  since  Essie’s  death,  the  Endeavorers  of  Florida  have  raised  and  sent  in  several 
hundred  dollars  to  our  Society  in  memory  of  Essie,  these  funds  being  used  exclusively  for 
the  care  of  afflicted,  crippled  and  unplaceable  children  coming  under  the  care  of  the  Society. 
Some  very  remarkable  results  have  been  secured,  and  scores  of  unplaceable  children  have 
been  greatly  benefited  through  the  services  rendered. 

Nearly  $22,000.00  has  been  contributed  by  the  fine  young  Endeavorers  of  the  state  and 
their  friends,  the  sum  raised  last  year  amounting  to  $1,170.04,  most  of  which  was  raised 
through  the  kindly  efforts  of  Paul  F.  Thompson  of  St.  Petersburg,  the  State  President,  with 
aid  from  Miss  Rhoda  Emma  Neel  of  St.  Augustine  and  many  others  all  over  Florida. 

The  C.  E.  Societies  of  the  Mirror  Lake  Christian  Church  of  St.  Petersburg,  (where  Paul 
Thompson  is  an  active  leader  in  C.  E.)  pledged  and  paid  over  $365.00  for  the  Essie  Fund,  by 
far  the  largest  amount  ever  given  by  the  Endeavorers  of  any  one  church. 

The  new  President,  Lawrence  Peabody,  of  the  First  Christian  Church  at  Miami,  and  the 
other  officers  have  established  a goal  of  $2,000.00  for  the  present  C.  E.  year  and  fully  expect 
to  raise  this  amount. 

No  other  group  of  Endeavorers  in  the  United  States  has  ever  rendered  as  outstanding  a 
service  to  children  in  need  and  our  Society  is  very  proud  of  Florida’s  Endeavorers,  and  very 
grateful  for  their  thirty-five  years  of  continuous  support. 


A Report  on  Several  Other  Special  Funds 

We  are  very  grateful  for  a number  of  other  Special  Funds  as  follows,  and  regret  that  space 
and  paper  will  not  permit  a special  paragraph  in  regard  to  each  fund. 

The  James  Bell  McNeill  Fund  of  $1,000.00  was  established  by  bequest  in  the  Will  of  Bertha 
McNeill  Hatton,  the  proceeds  each  year  to  be  used  to  purchase  Christmas  gifts  for  the  children 
cared  for  at  the  Society’s  West  Florida  Division  Receiving  Home  at  Pensacola. 

The  Harriet  S.  Mcllwain  Fund  of  $5,000.00  also  came  to  the  Society  from  Pensacola  in 
1940  through  the  Will  of  the  late  Harriet  S.  Mcllwain,  the  proceeds  being  used  for  the  care  of 
homeless  children  of  West  Florida  at  the  West  Florida  Receiving  Home  at  Pensacola. 

The  Cornelia  S.  Baldwin  Fund  of  $5,000.00  came  to  our  Society  in  1939  through  the  Will 
of  Mrs.  Eliza  Scott  Baldwin  of  Jacksonville,  in  loving  memory  of  her  beloved  mother,  Cor- 
nelia S.  Baldwin,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  homeless  children  annually. 

A.  R.  Jones  of  Pensacola  and  A.  W.  Stockett  of  Bee  Ridge,  Florida,  sent  in  War  Bonds, 
the  interest  on  which  is  to  be  used  in  our  work. 

Dr.  Mary  C.  Jewett  of  Florence  Villa  left  a fund  of  $5,000.00  in  1930  and  Dr.  Andrew 
Anderson  of  St.  Augustine  left  us  a fund  of  $10,000.00  in  1924,  as  did  Mrs.  Helen  C.  Wright 
of  DeLand  for  $2,000.00  in  1927,  the  interest  to  be  used  each  year  to  bring  comfort  and  hap- 
piness to  our  children. 
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Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Hatch  of  Jacksonville  left  some  securities  in  1924  (amount  $800.00)  as 
did  Doctor  Columbus  Drew  of  Jacksonville  in  1923,  who  established  a trust  fund,  the  proceeds 
of  which  in  part  comes  to  our  Society  from  his  Estate  each  year. 

The  Gertrude  Hunter  McNeil  Estate  of  Jacksonville 

has  already  brought  to  our  Society  over  $70,000.00,  and  each  year  we  receive  additional 
funds  from  the  executor,  all  funds  to  be  used  in  the  care  of  homeless  and  needy  children. 
This  is  one  of  the  largest  amounts  that  has  come  to  our  Society  through  all  the  years.  The 
first  payment  was  received  in  1933. 

Dr.  D.  W.  McMillan  Trust  Fund  Pensacola 

A sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  has  come  to  us  each  year  through  the  Trustees  of  the 
Dr.  D.  W.  McMillan  Trust  Fund,  these  moneys  to  be  used  in  behalf  of  homeless  and  needy 
children  coming  under  the  care  of  our  West  Florida  Division  at  Pensacola. 

The  Charles  Foght  Orange  Grove  at  Parrish,  Florida 

came  to  us  in  1930,  through  the  Will  of  Charles  Foght  of  Parrish,  Florida,  who  left  us  a 
nice  little  three-acre  grove  that  has  netted  our  Society  over  $3,600.00  since  the  grove  came 
into  our  possession.  We  would  be  delighted  for  other  good  bearing  groves. 

The  Elizabeth  Bigelow  Estate 

The  largest  fund  ever  contributed  to  The  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida  came  to  us 
in  1943-44  from  the  Estate  of  Elizabeth  Bigelow  of  St.  Augustine.  In  cash,  properties  and 
good  securities,  the  bequest  paid  to  our  Society  amounted  to  practically  $107,000.00.  We 
are  using  the  interest  on  these  funds  in  the  maintenance  of  our  general  State-wide  work,  but 
probably  will  erect  a Memorial  Building  or  two  in  memory  of  Miss  Bigelow  after  the  war. 
We  will  need  five  new  buildings  to  replace  present  frame  structures  after  the  war,  and  trust 
other  good  friends  will  decide  to  remember  our  Society  through  bequests  or  memorial  gifts 
in  memory  of  loved  ones  passed  on. 

The  Henry  Training  School  Fund 

The  second  largest  amount  ever  bequeathed  to  our  Society  came  to  us  in  1923  from  the 
Estate  of  Captain  John  Henry  of  Titusville,  Florida,  and  amounted  to  $85,000.00,  the  interest 
on  which  is  used  annually  in  sending  older  girls  and  boys  to  Vocational  Training  Schools,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Will  and  desires  of  Captain  Henry. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  our  Society  to  carry  out  with  complete  fidelity  the  will  and  purpose 
of  every  donor. 

We  will  welcome  additional  funds  to  be  used  for  special  education  and  training  of  many 
more  of  our  children,  too  old  for  adoption. 

The  Louise  H.  Barrett  Estate 

In  1930,  a fund  of  about  $17,500.00  and  a lovely  twelve-acre  tract  of  land  located  in  South 
Jacksonville  came  to  our  Society  from  the  Estate  of  Louise  H.  Barrett,  who  before  she  passed 
away  sent  for  “Daddy”  Fagg  to  tell  him  of  her  desire  to  have  a Children’s  Home  established  on 
her  homestead  property  “so  that  she  might  look  down  from  Heaven  and  see  little  children 
enjoying  the  place  she  loved  so  dearly.” 

In  1940,  a Modern  Cottage  Plan  Home  for  Boys  was  erected  by  the  Society  and  called 
“The  Louise  H.  Barrett  Memorial  Home  for  Boys.”  This  home  houses  27  boys,  but  hundreds 
of  boys  have  enjoyed  the  loving  care  received  there  while  they  were  being  made  ready  to 
go  out  into  adoptive  homes. 

We  need  five  other  similar  buildings  to  house  other  groups  of  children  now  cared  for  in 
fire  hazard,  frame  buildings  on  Riverside  Avenue  in  Jacksonville,  and  will  gladly  welcome 
special  Memorial  Gifts. 

Many  Other  Properties  and  Estates 

have  come  to  our  Society,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful,  but  space  forbids  the  mention  of 
those  that  did  not  come  in  the  form  of  special  interest  bearing  funds. 

We  Hope  for  Many  More  Funds — Properties  and  Bequests 

The  only  limit  to  the  services  our  Society  can  render  in  behalf  of  the  homeless,  orphan  and 
needy  children  of  Florida,  is  the  money  to  render  the  services  with.  We  will  be  very  glad, 
therefore,  to  receive  bequests,  memorial  funds,  estates  or  properties  that  will  add  to  our 
income,  only  that  we  might  render  even  a larger  and  more  effective  service. 

Our  Deepest  Gratitude 

is  hereby  expressed  to  all  who  have  honored  us  with  their  funds  and  properties,  and  with  their 
confidence  and  good  will.  We  will  endeavor  always  to  prove  worthy  of  this  trust.

James  C.  Morton  Reports  on  Sponsors

Pensacola  Meeting — 1946

since  its  organization  in  June,  1920.  Colonel  Harry  A.  Lurton,  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Division  for  many  years,  told  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the  Division  financially. 
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REVISION  OF  BY-LAWS 


Recently  after  much  study  the  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  By-Laws 
for  the  Society  made  its  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Directors.  Copies  of  the 
By-Laws  will  be  sent  to  all  the  Officers,  Directors  and  Sponsors  of  the  State 
Organization  and  its  Divisions,  and  to  Women’s  Boards.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
revised  By-Laws  will  prove  acceptable  to  all  concerned.  Most  of  the  changes 
were  suggested  or  requested  by  the  Miami  Division,  but  we  trust  will  be  help- 
ful to  all. 

The  New  Jacksonville  Division 

One  of  the  changes  suggested  by  the  Miami  group  was  that  there  be  set 
up  a Jacksonville  (Northeastern)  Division,  which  would  place  all  the  areas 
in  the  state  having  Divisions  or  Offices  and  Receiving  Homes  on  the  same 
basis.  The  new  Division  is  in  process  of  organization  as  this  report  goes  to 
press. 

Each  of  the  Divisions  will  be  represented  on  the  State  Board  through  the 
election  of  ten  of  the  Division  Directors  to  serve  on  the  State  Board.  The  Pres- 
ident of  each  Division  will  not  only  be  a member  of- the  State  Board,  but  will 
serve  as  one  of  seven  Vice  Presidents  of  the  State  Organization,  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board.  An  alternate  member 
of  each  Division  Board  is  to  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee 
in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Division  President  to  attend.  It  will  be  inter- 
esting to  see  how  the  new  arrangement  woarks  out.  W ehope  it  will  result  in 
the  Divisions  showing  a more  active  interest  in  the  entire  State-wide  program 
of  the  Society.

STATEMENT  OF  SERVICES  SOUTHEASTERN  DIVISION, 
CHILDREN’S  HOME  SOCIETY  OF  FLORIDA  DADE, 
BROWARD,  AND  MONROE  COUNTIES 


OUR  NEW  DIVISION  SUPERINTENDENT, 

MRS.  HELEN  SQUIRES,  SAYS: 

For  the  Southeastern  Division  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society 
of  Florida,  the  year  1945  has  been  one  of  accomplishment  despite 
unusual  personnel  difficulties,  changes,  and  shortages  in  our  case- 
working staff.  With  it  all,  however,  we  have  made  a sustained  efiort 
to  render  a high  quality  of  casework  services  to  all  children  coming 
to  our  attention  because  of  their  need  for  permanent  homes.  This 
has  been  a year  when  heavy  demands  have  been  made  upon  us,  taxing 
our  facilities  and  energies  to  the  limit.  We  are  happy  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  despite  unusual  difficulties  we  have  been  able  to  offer 
services  in  behalf  of  every  child  who  has  been  referred  to  us  because 
of  his  need  for  an  adoptive  home.  Looking  ahead,  we  are  not  content 
with  past  accomplishments,  for  we  are  aware  of  the  large  numoers 
of  children  about  us  who  are  finding  their  ways  into  adoptive  homes 
without  the  protection  of  a child  placing  agency.  In  the  coming  year 
we  hope  to  extend  our  services  to  more  and  more  of  such  children. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  served  a total  of  341  children. 

These  children  have  been  referred  to  us  principally  by  the  Juvenile 
Courts  and  the  social  agencies  in  the  community.  Many  parents  came  to  us  directly.  Hospitals 
clinics,  doctors,  our  own  board  members,  and  commercial  boarding  mothers  also  referred  chil- 
dren to  us. 

The  Southeastern  Division  finds  that  during  1945  planning  for  infants  overshadowed 
every  other  need  which  was  presented.  Fortunately  about  50  per  cent  of  the  babies  needing 
our  care  first  came  to  our  attention  before  birth  when  their  mothers  were  desperately  in  need 
of  help.  About  25  per  cent  of  the  infants  came  to  our  attention  in  the  first  week  of  birth;  the 
remainder,  for  the  most  part,  within  the  first  year. 

The  mothers  who  sought  our  services  for  their  children  during  the  past  year  were  about  equally 
divided  between  single  and  married  women.  The  most  outstanding  problem  presented  was  that  of 
the  child  born  out  of  wedlock.  The  outstanding  need  as  presented  to  us  by  the  parents  was 
that  we  accept  the  children  for  adoption.  Skilled  casework  services  were  given  the  parents  in 
helping  them  to  understand  themselves  and  their  problems,  and  in  arriving  at  their  own  decision 
regarding  the  future  of  their  children.  Our  figures  over  the  past  year  show  that  although  mothers 
first  came  to  us  requesting  that  we  accept  their  children  for  adoption,  with  our  help  a large  num- 
ber of  mothers  were  able  to  keep  their  cnildren  themselves  or  plan  for  them  within  their  own 
family  groups.  Our  figures  for  1945  also  show  that  the  effect  of  war  conditions  continues  to  be 
felt  in  the  continuing  large  percentage  of  fathers  in  service. 

Assisting  us  in  our  program  is  our  Receiving-  Home  where  our  children  are  temporarily  shel- 
tered. We  are  particularly  proud  of  our  new  Superintendent  and  Matron-in-Charge,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bill  Hall,  who  came  to  the  Southeastern  Division  in  the  year  1945  and  who  brought  to  us  youth 
with  mature  understanding,  unflagging  zeal,  and  an  admirable  spirit  of  willing  service  motivated 
by  love  and  a desire  to  serve  children.  We  are  happy  in  the  knowledge  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall 
and  their  excellent  staff  are  vitally  concerned  about  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  every  child 
who  comes  to  them.  They  seem  to  understand  how  it  feels  to  the  incoming  child  to  be  in  new 
and  strange  surroundings.  They  know  how  to  arrange  things  so  that  their  large  family  have  a 
real  home  and  not  an  institution  in  which  to  live.  Our  direct  case  work  services  to  the  children 
themselves  have  been  a vital  part  of  our  program. 

Our  program  is  made  possible  and  vitalized  throughout  Dade,  Broward,  and  Monroe  Counties 
by  the  warmth  and  interest  of  its  friends  everywhere.  Our  children  are  constantly  remembered  in 
the  plans,  the  thoughts,  the  prayers,  and  the  gifts  of  our  friends  everywhere  in  these  counties.  Our 
Board  of  Directors,  Women’s  Advisory  Board,  and  our  Board  of  Sponsors  have  given  unstintingly 
of  their  time,  their  energies,  their  talents,  and  their  means.  We  know  we  could  not  do  without  them 
and  we  want  to  give  them  unqualified  recognition  for  the  vital  part  they  play  in  our  program.  We 
know  we  can  always  rely  upon  them  and  receive  their  understanding  and  help  in  the  day  to  day 
problems  we  face.  We  would  also  like  to  give  recognition  to  our  medical  staff  of  doctors  and  dent- 
ists under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William  W.  McKibben.  We  are  particularly  happy  to  know  that  our 
children  are  receiving  the  highest  quality  of  medical  attention  under  their  direction  and  in  the 
clinics  and  hospitals  of  our  communities.  The  Community  War  Chests  of  Dade  and  Broward 
Counties  have  given  us  generous  support;  social  agencies  in  the  counties  we  serve  have  lent  us 
their  willing  co-operation  in  excellent  teamwork  fashion;  individual  contributors  have  lent  us 
their  generous  support;  church  groups,  business  firms,  civic  clubs,  youth  organizations  and  individ- 
uals have  gladly  rendered  services  beyond  our  ability  to  enumerate.  A large  group  of  the  finest 
foster  parents  to  be  found  anywhere  have  worked  with  us,  at  first  sharing  responsibility  for  the 
child;  then  assuming  complete  responsibility.  And  we  would  by  no  means  forget,  too,  the  vital 
work  which  had  been  done  by  the  families  who  have  been  willing  to  care  for  our  children  tempo- 
rarily and  then  as  willingly  let  them  go  on  to  their  permanent  homes.  They  have  rendered  service 
of  inestimable  worth. 

As  the  new  Division  Superintendent,  taking  over  the  responsibilities  of  this  position  during 
1945,  I wish  to  state  that  I am  looking  forward  to  a more  effective  year  of  service  in  1946 
for  the  needy  children  of  Dade,  Broward,  and  Monroe  Counties,  and  that  in  this  coming 
year  I shall  need  and  count  on  the  same  fine  spirit  of  willing  support  which  friends  of  the 
Society  have  given  in  the  past,

Since  1917  the  Federal  Revenue  Law  has  given  its  blessing  to  the  benevolent 
impulses  of  individuals  for  a deduction  from  taxable  income  of  contributions  up  to 
15  per  cent  of  their  net  taxable  income. 

In  1935  a new  provision  was  incorporated  in  the  Act  which  gives  the  right  to 
corporations  to  make  similar  deductions  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  5 per  cent  of 
their  net  taxable  income.

Deductibility  of  gifts  to  charitable  agencies  is  in  reality  the  old  and  thoroughly 
American  custom  of  tithing.  If  money  were  not  raised  voluntarily,  taxes  would  have 
to  be  levied  to  do  the  necessary  work.  The  Government  in  its  revenue  measures 
recognizes  the  partnership  of  the  nation  in  charitable  work  by  continuing  deductibility 
and  therefore  encourages  gifts.

Since  the  Rose  Keller  Home  was  established  in  Lakeland  in  1927,  not  one  of  the  2,500  children 
taken  care  of  in  the  home  has  been  taken  by  death,  and  at  none  of  the  18  annual  meetings  of  the 
board  has  a deficit  been  reported. 

These  significant  facts  brought  out  at  the  annual  meeting  here  yesterday  tell  of  commendable 
solicitude  on  the  part  of  Polk  Countians  in  behalf  of  one  of  the  worthiest  of  all  causes. 

Marcus  C.  (Daddy)  Fagg  of  Jacksonville,  head  of  The  Children’s  Home  Society,  has  been  long 
in  the  service  of  the  institution.  His  period  of  service  has  amounted  to  all  of  35  years.  But  he  is 
not  retiring  yet,  and  shouldn’t.  At  yesterday’s  meeting,  he  told  of  a five-year  plan  he  wants  to 
begin  and  complete  before  retiring.  He  wants  to  build  a permanent  receiving  home  in  Lakeland, 
enlarge  the  staff  of  the  Society,  and  leave  at  least  $250,000  in  the  treasury.  His  leadership  in 
the  past  is  strong  assurance  that  he  will  successfully  carry  out  the  splendid  five-year  plan  now 
warm  on  his  heart.

Statement  by  Your  State  Superintendent 

Under  the  continuing  leadership  of  Colonel  Harry  A.  Lurton,  long  time  President  and 
Treasurer,  our  West  Florida  Division  continues  to  render  an  effective  and  helpful  service 
to  the  homeless  and  needy  children  of  the  West  Florida  area. 

Colonel  Lurton  has  the  active  support  of  an  outstanding  group  of  West  Florida  men  and 
women,  serving  as  Officers,  Directors  and  Sponsors  in  the  nine  counties  and  as  Officers  and 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Advisory  Board. 

Miss  Clyde  Curry,  for  many  years  our  West  Florida  field  representative,  has  general 
supervision  of  the  West  Florida  Receiving  Home,  and  our  Social  Service  Program  for  chil- 
dren in  need  in  West  Florida,  and  is  the  most  indefatigable  worker  we  know  of  anywhere. 

The  receiving  home  is  in  excellent  hands  with  Mrs.  Lillie  B.  Sessoms  as  matron-in-charge 
for  several  years,  and  Mrs.  Octavia  Copenhaver  as  matron  of  the  girls’  department.  A good 
cook  is  Nina,  and  our  yard  man,  Jesse,  keeps  the  grounds  in  fine  shape.  This  Receiving  Home 
is  the  most  attractive,  with  its  spacious  grounds  and  gardens,  its  high  ceilings,  its  many  large 
bedrooms  with  adjoining  baths,  that  we  have  in  Florida  and  it  is  open  to  visitors,  as  all  five 
of  our  Receiving  Homes  are,  every  hour  of  every  day  in  the  week. 

Our  fine  Woman’s  Board,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Philip  Beall,  has  helped  in  many 
ways  to  add  to  the  equipment,  the  joys  and  comfort  of  our  workers  and  children,  and  puts 
on  an  annual  shower  before  Thanksgiving  Day  each  year  that  brings  to  the  home  and  its 
children  generous  supplies  of  canned  goods,  presents,  staple  groceries,  syrup  and  other  sup- 
plies. 

Most  of  the  support  for  the  West  Florida  Division  comes  from  the  community  chest  at 
Pensacola,  of  which  Mrs.  Florence  Watson  is  the  Executive  Director,  though  each  of  the  other 
nine  counties  has  a Sponsoring  Committee,  which  endeavors  to  secure  funds,  foodstuffs  and 
children’s  wearables  for  our  youngsters.  Some  of  these  committees  have  rendered  wonderful 
services  as  will  be  seen  in  the  quota  reports  on  another  page  of  this  report. 

Community  chests  in  Bay,  Okaloosa,  Santa  Rosa  and  other  areas  have  sent  in  generous 
sums  which  have  helped  greatly  in  financing  our  West  Florida  program  of  service. 

Churches,  civic  clubs,  Woman’s  Clubs,  schools  and  other  groups,  put  on  Christmas  and 
other  parties  for  our  children.  The  theatres  provide  movie  passes,  so  that  the  youngsters  at  the 
Home  are  well  provided  for  in  every  way. 

The  newspapers  in  Pensacola  and  West  Florida  have  given  our  Society  wonderful  co- 
operation and  support,  and  scores  of  business  firms,  barber  shops  and  individuals  give  supplies, 
service  and  wearables,  all  of  which  are  deeply  appreciated. 
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Our  wonderful  staff  of  Physicians  and  Dentists  perform  invaluable  services  for  our  chil- 
dren, in  cooperation  with  the  municipal  hospital,  with  the  result  that  during  twenty-six  years 
of  service,  only  three  children  have  passed  away,  under  the  care  of  the  Receiving  Home,  out 
of  over  4.500  children  that  have  been  referred  for  aid  and  care.  The  normal  death  rate 
among  children  in  Florida  runs  between  40  and  60  per  thousand. 

The  McMillan  Trust  Fund 

Each  year  for  several  years  past,  the  trustees  of  the  D.  W.  McMillan  Trust  Fund  have 
generously  allotted  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  used  in  the  services  to  our  needy  West  Flor- 
ida children.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  these  fine  friends  for  the  generous  annual  allot- 
ment. 

We  Need  More  Aid  From  West  Florida  Counties 

We  are  more  than  grateful  to  our  Sponsoring  Committees  in  each  of  the  West  Florida 
counties  f whose  needy  children  are  served  through  our  West  Florida  Division),  for  the  sup- 
nort  that  has  come  to  us,  particularly  in  some  counties  and  communities  where  the  support  has 
been  more  than  generous,  but  we  olead  for  a much  larger  support  from  certain  areas  and  coun- 
ties for  as  the  work  expands  and  more  children  must  be  served,  we  cannot  expect  more  sup- 
port from  Escambia  County,  which  always  gladly  supports  our  efforts  through  the  Pensacola 
Community  Chest,  but  must  look  to  each  county  and  each  city  and  town  to  do  its  full  part. 

The  only  limit  to  our  services  is  the  money  to  serve  with.
